about'forty degrees. 
Ic is obvious 


that a vessel 300 feet long lying at 
this angle does not effectively block 
a channel some 320 feet wide, but a 
very useful purpose Jias been served. 


A partial and very serious block- 


ade has been achieved and under the i 
conditions of tide and rapid silt pre- 
vailing on the Belgian coast, the ob- 
struction will certainly tend to in- 
crease. 
It is not claimed that the 


sunken cruiser will prevent the 
egress of submarines or even entire- 
ly stop that of destroyers. How- 
ever, it will materially hamper both 
and that is important. ' German 
light craft wiH not be able, when 
pursued by British forces, to rush 
i'ull speed into the harbor as they 
have dene heretofore.

True, there are pub- 
lishers who regard journalism as a 
public trust that has an ethical as 
well as a business side, and where 
the private interest conflicts with the.- 
public interest are ready to make 
heavy sacrifices foi; what they deem 
right. But many newspapers res- 
pond ;o business on the theory that it 
is business—business of readers and 
businsss-of advertisers—that makes 
them go." 


The Tyranny of the Advertiser. 
No doubt this editor could not go 


any farther in purs-ait of the truth 
without losing his job. But there 
in his confession we tan see the 
newspaper 
from the 
publisher's 


standpoint. From the point of view 
of the public, the duty of a news- 
paper is to furnish the news. There 
is the conflict of interests. 


The editor makes his profit from 


the advertisers. He could afford to 
give his paper away and still make 
k handsome profit. But. something 
that comes for nothing is not ap- 
preciated by the average American. 
Hence, the charge of one or two 
cents a copy for a paper. What the 
render pays is'not enough to buy 
Ihe white paper and ink, let alone 
ths cost of writing and of setting 
in type. 
It is the task of the public to hold 


the newspaper as closely as possible 
to the" obligation to give the news of 
what is going on in the city, county, 
state, nation and world. This is no 
longer so difficult since the people an:. 
organizing and can concentrate their 
power. 


The joker in this is that, although 


they depend on their advertisers for 
profit, the newspapers can not get 
advertisements unless 
they 
have 


readers. And tlfe rate of pay they 
receive for publishing ads is based 
entirely on the size of the newspa- 
per's circulation. 


To examine this situation closely: 


The man \rfio stops-his'paper be- 
cause of ire dishonesty is'making 
himself felt. 'And the man who con- 
tinues to take the paper but does 
not buy anything he sees advertised 
in it is probably making his disap- 
proval felt more heavily. A jrefus- 
al to buy- goods advertised in papers 
which do not treat -their readers 
fairly and do not print the truth 
would disrupt the entire system. Ad- 
vertising, in all but a few instances 
is R weedy growth that 
is 
only 


crowding out the good crop of truth- 
ful news. "Never knock your adver- 
tisers" is a maxim in ev^ry news- 
paper office. 


Let the Editor Know What You 


Think of Him. 


A great problem for democracy to 


solve is how to get control of the 
sources of information. If I were

printed of which I did not approve,

Northcliffe, the super-journalist of 
England, much resemble this. The 
story of how his" papers saved the 
British empire by "exposing the fail- 
ure of shrapnel to kill entrenched 
Germans and of how he, with' his 
papers, inspired public opinion to de- 
mand a director of munitions who 
would supply high explosive shells 
to blast out the enemy is 
known 


round the world. What is not knowii 
and yet what is the truth, is that 
this great publisher took advantage 
of a private conversation. In a vis- 
it to the war office, he learned that 
shrapnel bud been found ineffective 
and that it was immediately to be 
supplanted by high explosives. 


It was after that the' London Daily 


Mail opened its campaign against 
Inefficiency 
and 
demanded 
that 


shrapnel be used no more. However 
much the British authorities might 
smart, under the prevailing idea of 
censorship, they could not come out 
and announce that already they had 
changed munitions, but 
must .go 


quietly ahead with their task. There 
came ,a day when the Daily Mail 
could announce that the 
obsolete 


shells of the South African campaign 
were used no more. 
"»• 
':I did it," said Northcliffe, and 


the censor let no one say him nay. 
Across the top of his paper he print- 
ed for weeks,'in great black type: 
"The Paper That Got the Shells." 


The Service a Newspaper Gives. 
Yet the press is 
credited with 


moulding public opinion. In reality 
it works this way: Each one -of us 
may have wondered if any one else 
iii the world thought as we did. 
Suddenly a newspaper prints an ex- 
pression corresponding 
with 
our 


views or even attacking them. Im- 
mediately we discover that there arc 
thousands who think as we do, and 
that other thousands, thus put in 
touch with a new idea, have accept- 
ed it. It is by the printe'd word that 
the 'strands of progressive thought 
are twisted together into the rope 
•with which reactionaries may hang 
themselves. It ia by the newspapers 
that an issue may be brought forth. 
The people'read, and themselves de- 
cide. 


Consider £.n editorial that would 


start out with the statement that 
the best^ shoes, as far as wear and

This provides 
for the publication four times a year 
of the names of stockholders and 
the names of those holding 1 per 
cent or more of the mortgages or 
other securities of the companies. 
You will find these' sworn state- 
ments hidden in small type in out- 
of-the-way corners of the want-ad 
pages.'- '

That the law does not go 
far 


enough is the belief of one independ- 
ent paper, The Capital Times of 
Madison, -Wis. In a recent editorial 
it remarked: 


"The law should be so changed a; 


to compel every ne-wspaper to print 
the source of all the'money receiv.-d 
in its organization. If a newspaper 
takes the,street railway side of con- 
troversies in its editorial columns 
the public ought to know it if the 
newspaper is taking money from thai 
source; if a newspaper takes money 
from Germans and the money so re- 
ceived is reflected in editorial opin- 
ion of the paper the public ought tc 
know the full transaction; if news- 
papers thtit are tender of the proO- 
teers have obtainod money through 
channels plsced at their 'disposal by 
che profiteers the public ought to 
know that.

State Superintendent Gives 


Views on Use of For- 


eign Tongue

' That there has been an enormous 
waste of time in this country as the 
result of attempting to teach for- 
eign language in the grades is the 
statement of C. P. Gary, state su- 
perintendent of schools in Wiscon- 
sin.;'The subjects required by law to 
be taught in our schools should be 
taught in English, no matter whoth- 


• er the school is public ov private." 


says Mr. Cary. "It would be diffi- 
cult to find a better illustration of 
a lightning change in public opin- 
ion than we have at the present mo- 
ment .wtih respect to the teacliing 
of foreign languages. For the past 
fifteen years the state superintend- 
ent of schools has been saying, in 
season and out, that1 we were de- 
voting too much time and laying 


. entirely too much emphasis on the 
teaching of foreign languages, both 
modern and classical. 
University 


high - school inspection and univer- 
sity requirements have crowded in- 
to- our high 
schools foreign lan- 
guages and, other subjects gre.atly 
in excess of the actual needs of 
theeo schools from an educational 
point of -view. 


In the Grades 


"Th« teaching 
of foreign lan- 


guages in the grades is a matter 
that I investigated to my satisfac- 
'tion when my own children were 
passing through the grades. 
The 


conclusion I arrived at was that 


' instruction in a foreign language 


in the grades was practically val- 
ueless and a waste of time. 
The 


laws of Wisconsin make provision 
that any school board may permit 
the teaching-of a foreign language 
in the grades for not to exceed one 
hour per day. This was doubtless 
;i concession on the part of legisla- 
tors to our large foreign popula- 
tion. 


"Still speaking from the educa- 


tional point of view there has been 
an enormous waste of time in this 
country as a result of the attempts 
k- teach foreign .languages from 
the grades up through colleges and 
universities. Everybody knows that 
pupils who have had foreign lan- 
guages in the grades 
have, with 


rare exceptions, precious little to 
show for it at the end. The same is 
true to a large degree with respect 
to' the instruction in high schools 
and in the colleges and universities 
as well. A very large proportion of 
university 
graduates who in the 
past have been compelled to take 
several years of foreign language 
study, failed to develop any power, 


• either 
in 
reading, 
enjoying 
or 


. speaking the .language they sweat 


blood in working off as a require- 
ment.. I have known men who had 


' recently acquired the Ph. D. degree 


in universities that require a read- 


• ing knowledge of certain modern 
, languages, who were utterly unable 
; to read 
or translate 
except with 


• grammar and dictionary standard 
I foreign books in their own special- 


f 
Outcome Is Small 


i 
"The meagemess of the practical 


I outcome from the study of foreign 
i languages has been recognized, but 
j the argument or excuse has been 


j made that language study 
has a 


i very high disciplinary value. In re- 
j cent years it has been shown in 
j psychological laboratories 
and 
in 


i other ways that this disciplinary 
' value has 
no solid foundation in 


1 fact. 
The long and short of it is 


i that, educationally speaking, for- 
i eign languages for the average stu- 
: dent who studies them are an inex- 


cusable waste of precious time. I 
have heard 
it argued that Latin 


helps English. As a matter of fact, 
as Latin is ordinarily taught in our 
high schools, it is anything but a 
help to English. I would add, how- 
over, that there are students who 
actually enjoy foreign languages, 
who feed upon them intellectually, 


.. 'and doubtless get much profit from 


them just as there are students who 
feed on mathematics 
and others 


who flourish mentally on science. 
There ought to be opportunity for 
such students in our institutions of 
learning to study foreign languages^ 


"But 
what 
about 
the utility 


value of the foreign languages? Do 
we not need to teach them to young 
people who plan to go into foreign 
countries 
for various 
purposes? 


Doubtless such opportunity ought 
to be offered in it least some of our 


. institutions, . particularly 
colleges 


and universities. 
Nevertheless, it 


does not follow that a thousand stu- 


• dents should study Spanish in or- 


der that they may possibly profit 
by it through commercial relations 
with Spain. 
• Again, it should be a 


matter of free choice on the part of 
the student 
in view of what

ARCHEOLOGISTS 


SEER STONE AXES 


Life of Wisconsin Indian is Un- 


folded by Warriors' 


Relics 


The search for.and classification 


of the 'stone axes 'us'ed by 'the Wis- 
jcons'in'Indians which when studied 
closely unfold -so much of his' life'? 
history, is one of the activities which 
the Wisconsin Archeological society 
is furthering at present through- 
out the state, 
ing at present throughout the state. 


Charles'E. Brown^ curator of the 


historical museum and secretary' of 
the Wisconsin Archeological society; 
has contributed an article in the 
April "Archeologist" in which he 
takes up the whole question-of the 
stone axes and their significance in 
the Indian civilization. 


"The region in Wisconsin in .which 


the greatest number as well as the 
finest'grooved stone axes, have been 
found may be said to extend from 
"the city of Green Bay southward to 
Kenosha county and from the shore 
of Lake Michigan on the east to the 
Wisconsin river on the west. With- 
in this region, the counties of Brown, 
Outagamie, 
Winnebago, Calumet, 


Miuiitbwoc, Sheboygan, Milwaukee, 
Racine, Waukesha, Jefferson, Rock, 
Dane; Dodge, Washington, Fond 'lu 
Lac, include the territory where the 
axes • are - most widely' distributed. 
In the region lying west of the Wis- 
consin. river and in the region be- 
tween the 'Wisconsin and Mississippi 
rivers the axes are less numerous. 


"Axes are of all sorts. There is 


the very rough, chipped axe of slato, 
or chert, or limestone, which 
it is 


almost impossible to decide whether 
it was a digging tool, something to 
be used in quarrying, a defensive tool 
or for domestic purposes. Certainly 
the very rough axe with dull edges 
could not be made use of in felling 
trees, in making canoes, or anything 
of that sort. The small light axe-; 
with sharp edges, such as ure_ 
com- 


mon in' various parts 
of United 


States, were doubtless used as hand- 
hatchets and carried on hunting or 
war expeditions."
